They are the life-saving emer¬ 
gency responders at car crashes, 
house fires and other disasters. 

Now, once again, Simcoe County 
paramedics are making Christmas 
special for needy children with the 
11th annual County of Simcoe Para¬ 
medic Services Toy Drive. 

It kicked off Friday, Nov. 15 at the 
Barrie North Paramedic Station and 
continues until Dec. 15. 

Last year's toy drive was a big suc¬ 
cess and collected more than 7,400 
new toys, more than $9,000 in 
cash/gift cards, and more than 2,000 
pounds of food for less fortunate 
families across the region. 

About 300 paramedics work out of 
15 stations (and two satellite sta¬ 
tions) across the county and each 
station will have a bin outside where 
residents can drop off their dona¬ 
tions of new, unwrapped toys, mon¬ 
etary/gift card donations and non- 
preishable food items. 

The toy drive, in partnership with 
the Simcoe County Paramedic Asso¬ 
ciation, got a huge boost on Friday. 

A major donation of more than 
2,000 new toys from the charity 
fund-raising events division of 
Canadian Property Stars (CPS) has 
got the drive off to a great start. 

“On behalf of the County of 
Simcoe I want to thank Canadian 
Property Stars for their generous 
donation of new toys,” said Warden 
Cal Patterson. 

“This donation is a great way to 
kick off the 2013 toy drive and will 
help give children in Simcoe County 
a memorable Christmas,” he said.

Transit 

gets 

another 

look

Innisfil Coun. Ken Simpson wasn't 
ready to let the issue of public transit 
in Innisfil fall by the wayside. 

He put forward a motion in coun¬ 
cil on Nov. 20 asking staff to prepare 
a request for expressions of interest 
(RFEI) for the provision of public 
transit, and especially handicapped- 
accessible transportation in the 
town. 

Town CAO John Slcorobohacz 
pointed out that the additional staff 
work was not part of the current 
budget. 

The previous work done — on a 
possible partnership with the City of 
Barrie to provide transit in the north 
half of the municipality — had not 
justified moving forward at this time, 
"at the current level of interest and 
cost." 

"Basically, I thought we had put 
this to bed. It was a non-issue," 
Coun. Doug Lougheed said.

Council was advised by staff that 
if any partnership opportunities or 
grants came up they would bring 
that before council, but at the 
moment transit is not an active 
issue. 

Ken Simpson disagreed. 

"I need to know that the door is 
going to be open for accessible 
transit and regular transit. I'm not 
prepared to punish people because 
they didn't show up to a public 
meeting," he said, referring to the 
poor turnout at a public meeting on 
transit. 

"It's an important issue, it's not 
an election issue," he added. 

Preparing a RFEI comes with a 


cost, director of infrastructure Andy 
Campbell said. 

"That does take staff time, which 
does cost money. Maybe $10,000 
worth of costs we'll have to find 
here," he said. 

Coun. Rod Boyton opposed the 
motion. 

"To me, this speaks of redoing the 
whole damn thing over again. It just 


think this is a make-work project: 
just redoing what we just finished 
doing." 

Coun. Lynn Dollin called it disre¬ 
spectful to staff to reopen the issue 
of transit at this time. 

"Just because we didn't like the 
answer, doesn't mean we can ask to 
(do) it again," she said. 

But Mayor Barb Baguley sup¬ 


ported the motion. 

She noted that there may be 
opportunities to provide accessible 
transit that are out there, "but they 
have to be asked." 

"The way I looked at it was finish¬ 
ing a job we started," said Coun. 
Maria Baier, who seconded Simp¬ 
son's motion. "To really assess it 
fully is what I've been interested 
in." 

An amendment to the main 
motion to have staff prepare an 
RFEI for public transit and present 
the findings for council's considera¬ 
tion for the 2015 budget process 
went to a recorded vote and passed 
5-4. Councillors Richard Simpson, 
Rod Boynton, Lynn Dollin and 
Doug Lougheed voted against. 


Coun. Dollin then introduced an 
other amendment that would 
require the RFEI to request options 
to service the entire Town of Innis- 
fil. 

Campbell warned that the 
widened scope would increase 
costs. 

"Certainly this takes more work 
than previously we have done. We 
would have to look at all centres. 
Certainly this increases the project 
scope and costs." 

Another recorded vote saw 
Dollin's amendment to the amend¬ 
ment defeated 7-2. 

In a final recorded vote, and 
amended motion to move forward 
with an RFEI for 2015 was approved 
7-2.

The Barrie & District Christmas 
Cheer campaign was launched in Innis¬ 
fil on Nov. 15 under the giant wooden 
rocking horse at Munro's Furnishings at 
Innisfil Beach Road and Highway 400 

This is the second year that Innisfil 
has been incorporated into the annual 
food and toy drive. 

Last year, Christmas Cheer assisted 
about 1,500 families in the Barrie area 
struggling at this time of year, and 125 
families in Innisfil. 

The target this year is to raise 
$235,000, noted Chair Owen McGee 

It's the same as last year's goal, 
although in 2012, he said, "We didn't 
quite reach our goal. We came close, 
though." 

This year, plans call for more spon¬ 
sorships and more corporate donations, 
in addition to the donations from gen¬ 
erous residents, of non-perishable food 
and new, unwrapped toys for kids ages 
up to 10 years old. 

The goal is to provide each family 
with a hamper of food including a 
frozen turkey, treats, grocery vouchers 
to purchase fresh vegetables and the 
perishables that are part of the holiday 
feast, and enough food to feed a family 
for one week. 

Christmas Cheer also provides age- 
appropriate toys for children from 
infancy to 10 years, and gift certificates 
for older children, from 11 to 18 years. 

Between 135 and 150 Christmas 
Cheer hampers will be provided to reg¬ 
istered Innisfil families. 

Residents can drop off donations of 
non-perishable food, including canned 
meats, tuna, soups, cookies and can¬ 
dies, new and unwrapped toys — 
including batteries if the toy is battery- 


operated — books for children up to 10 
at the Innisfil Town Hall, the rec com¬ 
plex, Stroud Community Centre, Lefroy 
Community Centre, Innisfil Hydro, Fire 
Station No. 1 in Alcona, and any branch 
of the Innisfil Public Library. 

Innisfil Christmas Cheer chair Val 
Blalcer shared a success story during the 
launch on Friday. 

She received a phone call from a 
mother following the distribution of 
gifts thanking her and asking how on 
earth she had done it: her daughter had 
asked for a Cabbage Patch doll, and not 
only did Blaker send a Cabbage Patch 
doll, the doll had the same hair colour 
and name as the little girl. 

"It's the magic of Christmas," Blaker 
smiled.

Hurry back 
to the black 

Canadians should of course be happy 
with Finance Minister Jim Flaherty's 
economic update. 

On Tuesday he projected an even 
better financial future. We were originally 
anticipating a meagre $800-million surplus 
in fiscal 2015-2016. But now we're on track 
to be $3.7 billion to the good. That number 
could grow as the date gets closer. 

Flaherty is playing it safe and we applaud 
his approach. But we're still left scratching 
our heads over a couple of issues. 

As our Mark Dunn reported 
Wednesday, the same day Flaherty made 
his announcement the Conservative 
government also announced a $45,500 
handout to renovate a golf course 
clubhouse in New Brunswick. 

Really?! This sort of pork barrel spending, 
especially when we still have a deficit, is 
unacceptable to taxpayers. 

While the Conservatives have been 
trimming here and there, let's not forget that 
they created some of the bloating. 

According to a Parliamentary Budget 
Office report, the public payroll grew by 
34,000 individuals between 2006 and 2012 
— on Harper's watch. 

The economic update proudly noted 
that the "federal deficit has been reduced 
by almost two-thirds." But that $56-billion 
deficit was entirely of the Conservative's 
creation, as a response to the recession 
following the financial crisis. 

"Why did we run the big deficit?" Flaherty 
said during his Edmonton Q & A session. 
"Because we were concerned that we would 
have millions and millions of Canadians out 
of work and that we would have a long, dark, 
deep recession." 

That may be. But isn't that just good oT 
fashioned liberal Keynesian thinking? 

We get that political leaders naturally 
gravitate to the centre when they get elected 
in a liberal democracy like Canada. After all, 
the wise ones remember they're governing 
for all the people. Not just those who elected 
you. 

We're hoping that's what will save Canada 
if Justin Trudeau wins in 2015. 

But Canadians did elect a Conservative 
government with a maj ority in 2011. Is 
it too much to ask to see some fiscally 
conservative measures that are tougher 
than, say, a Liberal like Paul Martin would 
have implemented? 

Cut the pork barreling. Cut the increased 
payroll via attrition. 

Get back to black ASAP.

Donations can be made 
now through Dec. 15 at the 
County of Simcoe Adminis¬ 
tration Centre, 1110 Highway 
26 in Midhurst between 8:30 
a.m. and 4:30 p.m., and at all 
Simcoe County Paramedic 
Stations where outdoor drop 
boxes are available.

Two-tier health-care system coming 


I am concerned with the way our 
health care is becoming a two-tier 
system. 

Why is it that the government can stop 
OHIP coverage for certain medical care, 
while government employees are all cov¬ 
ered for them 100% of the time with their 
group benefits? 

Both myself and a close friend of mine 
need surgery. I have an unstable shoul¬ 
der and he has a torn ACL in his knee. 

I work for a fairly large company and 
have what is considered generous bene¬ 
fits. After surgery I will require physio¬ 
therapy, which my company benefits 
cover to an amount of $500. 

I will probably need at least six weeks 
of physio, and this will not come close to 
that amount, so to properly heal from

surgery I will be out of pocket a lot of 
money. 

My friend works for the government; 
when he gets his knee surgery, not only 
will his time off work be covered, but 
physio is covered 100%. 

We have similar wages and similar 


experience, but the only difference is that 
he works for the government and I do 
not. 

How can the government stop OHIP 
coverage for things for the general popu¬ 
lation, but yet continue to fund it for its 
workers at a level which is much higher 
than that of an average worker in 
Ontario? 

This boggles my mind when you see 
how well government employees are 
treated compared to how private employ¬ 
ees and citizens. 

They can vote to take away our bene¬ 
fits, knowing full well they still have them 
for themselves.

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Two new recovery high schools 
coming to Simcoe County area 



Quest Collegiate and Recovery Centres also 
include onsite group therapy, family therapy 
and counseling with additional outside 
resources as needed on a case-by-case basis. 
Between 50% to 90% of teens who reintegrate 
into their former environment after treatment 
end up using again, creating a life-long cycle 
of treatment and relapse. 

“We are focused on recovery and relapse 
prevention,” Shewen said. “We want to dispel 
the misconceptions about kids in recovery 
and give a voice to the many families and stu¬ 
dents who are dealing with this issue.” 

Final negotiations are currently underway 
to determine where the two sites will be 
located, but both will be in proximity to recre¬ 
ational and social amenities in more rural 
settings to remove outside influences. 

Both proposed sites are existing facilities 
that would be revitalized and retooled to sup¬ 
port the students, she said, adding that 
Recovery Centres are highly structured and 
controlled environments. 

"Protective factors are engineered into the 
school day and include certified onsite recov¬ 
ery coaches, onsite counseling and therapy 
for students and families, student leadership 
and peer mentoring programs, and student 
led recovery workshops," Shewen said. "We 


are not about punishing poor behaviour. We 
are about celebrating personal achievement. 

"Random drug testing is part of the pro¬ 
gram to ensure we catch slips before they 
become falls and relapse prevention is a 
strong component of our programming." 

Students are held accountable to their 
commitments to abstinence and recovery 
plans are monitored and evaluated regularly. 

"At Quest Collegiate, we don't even like to 
use the word addiction. 

“We are not about addiction, we are about 
the person and how we can support their life 
long recovery," she said. "We have spoken 
with parents of teens who are currently strug¬ 
gling with addiction, who are trying to stay 
clean after treatment, who are concerned that 
their son or daughter is going down that path 
now, and about how powerless parents feel in 
helping their kids." 

Shewen said said local and regional busi¬ 
ness leaders, as well as public sector leaders, 
will attend the Nov. 28 event and become 
involved at the ground level.

The Simcoe County area will soon be home 
to two high school campuses for teens recov¬ 
ering from an addiction. 

Quest Collegiate and Recovery Centres will 
be located on two sites with a total of about 
80 students, according to founder Eileen 
Shewen. 

Based on American models of recovery 
education, Quest Collegiate and Recovery 
Centres allow students with a history of sub¬ 
stance abuse to complete their Ontario sec¬ 
ondary school diploma in a safe, drug and 
alcohol-free environment devoid of negative 
peer influence. 

A fundraiser and information expo is being 
held at Tangle Creek Golf and Country Club 
from 6 p.m. to 11 p.m. on Thursday, Nov. 28. 

“This is the first integrated educational and 
aftercare program of its kind in Canada, 


offered right here in Simcoe County,” said 
Shewen. “We hope this event will highlight 
the challenges teens face in traditional high 
schools while recovering from an addiction 
and how recovery schools address these chal¬ 
lenges.” 

According to the Centre for Addiction and 
Mental Health, 13% of teens in Ontario may 
be dependent on illicit substances or pre¬ 
scription drugs while approximately 18% 
report harmful drinking with no regional dif¬ 
ferences in abuse patterns. 

That equates to about 3,500 Simcoe County 
high school students who are struggling with 
substance abuse and another 4,500 with haz¬ 
ardous or harmful drinking issues. 

“As parents, we deceive ourselves into 
thinking that this is something that happens 
to other peoples' kids,” Shewen said. “But 
when it does happen, we call it a 'phase! Sub¬ 
stance abuse is not something kids simply 
outgrow.”

This is the final year that the Horti¬ 
cultural Society will have sole responsi¬ 
bility for the Arboretum. Although 
members can still volunteer, the Town 
of Innisfil will be assuming the opera¬ 
tion of the Arboretum, as of June 2014. 

"We all value the incredible work 
done by the GDHS," said Innisfil Mayor 
Barb Baguley. "The Town is assuming 
the Arboretum because of the taxing 
work... knowing that the backbone is 
the Horticultural Society.

It’s easy to recycle old appliances 



(NC) From blenders to 
espresso makers, small 
household appliances are a 
staple of holiday gift-giving, 
so it's worth a discussion 
about responsibility. 

According to Statistics 
Canada, in 2011, Canadi¬ 
ans spent $238.7 million on 
small electrical appliances 
in December alone, up 113 
per cent from the monthly 
average for the year. Since 
these gifts often represent 
the replacement of old or 
broken models, this increase 
in sales can quickly trans¬ 
late into a surge in electrical 
waste generation. 

The Recycling Council of 
British Columbia (RCBC) 
reports that Canadians gen¬ 
erate approximately 30 mil¬ 


lion tonnes of garbage every year 
and only recycle about 30 per cent of 
that material. 

Despite a province-wide recy¬ 
cling program offering free drop-off 
of electrical products, some of this 
material still makes its way into the 
garbage. 

"We see a spike in the amount of 
materials returned for recycling at 
our facilities after the holidays," says 
Julie Robertson, program coordi¬ 
nator at ElectroRecycle, B.C.'s small 
appliance and power tool recycling 
program. "But the fear is that the 
landfills are still seeing an increase 
too." 

ElectroRecycle is a not-for-profit 
program first launched in October 
2011. It provides an environmen¬ 
tally friendly alternative for electri¬ 
cal products that would otherwise 
end up in landfills, including blend¬ 


ers, vacuums, treadmills and sewing 
machines. The program is the first of 
its kind in Canada and the only gov¬ 
ernment approved program for these 
products in B.C. 

To date, the program has collected 
more than 5.2 million kilograms of 
electrical products, equivalent to 
around 80,000 reindeer. 

"We know everyone is busy, espe¬ 
cially during the holidays," Robert¬ 
son adds, "so weVe tried to make the 
recycling process as easy as possi¬ 
ble." She points out that the program 
accepts more than 300 types of elec¬ 
trical products free-of-charge at over 
135 drop-off locations around the 
province.

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Homes are under the weather in the 
unwelcome winter 



(NC) With the weather being 
labelled as the number one home- 
wrecker, homeowners should take 
extra precautions during the win¬ 
ter season, warns Western Canada's 
largest network of insurance bro¬ 
kers. 

Everything from high winds and 
what seem like 40days and 40nights 
of strong rains on the West Coast, to 
wild pipe-popping swings in temper¬ 
atures across snow-bound Canada, 
can lead to calamity at home, says 
Denise Lang, regional vice president 
at Western Financial Group, a com¬ 
pany providing car, property, and life 
insurance to more than 790,000 cus¬ 
tomers. 

With a career in claims span¬ 


ning more than two decades, Lang 
stresses that weather-related damage 
is responsible for most home insur¬ 
ance claims. The Insurance Bureau 
of Canada (IBC) says the frequency, 
severity and cost of weather in Can¬ 
ada are increasing. Annual payouts 
from flooding, hail and windstorms 
increased from $100 million about 
10 years ago to $1 billion between 
2009 and 2012, according to IBC. 

“Don't take the weather and 
your home insurance coverage for 
granted. Talk to your insurance bro¬ 
ker to ensure that you have appro¬ 
priate coverage," advises Lang. “For 
example, sudden and acciden¬ 
tal bursting of plumbing pipes and 
appliances is covered by all residen¬ 


tial policies however, damage caused 
by frozen pipes may not be." 

Winter storms can strike with¬ 
out warning and bring with them 
low temperatures, high winds, sig¬ 
nificant snowfall and, on occasion, 
freezing rain. Being prepared is your 
best defense, says Lang. 

One recommendation that 
applies whether you live in Victo¬ 
ria, B.C. or Swift Current, Saskatch¬ 
ewan: Remove weak branches and 
trees that could fall on your house or 
on power lines from wind and rain¬ 
storms or heavy snowfall. 

Burst pipes from big bounces in 
temperature changes are a com¬ 
mon culprit for claims, says Lang. 
Pipes in attics, crawl spaces and out¬ 


side walls are particularly vulner¬ 
able to freezing in extremely cold 
weather because the entry holes for 
television aerial leads, cable, and tel¬ 
ephone lines can allow cold air to 
reach them. 

Lang provides the following addi¬ 
tional tips: 

• Insulate exposed pipes. 

• Seal cracks and holes in outside 
walls and foundations near water 
pipes with caulking. 

• Keep cabinet doors open during 
cold spells to allow warm air to 
circulate around pipes (particularly in 
the kitchen and bathrooms). 


“Keep a slow trickle of water flow¬ 
ing through faucets connected to 
pipes that run through an unheated 
or unprotected space," says Lang. 
“Or, if you plan to go away on vaca¬ 
tion, make sure windows are not left 
open, drain the water system, and 
arrange for a friend or family mem¬ 
ber to check on your home regularly. 
Many homeowner policies have 
strict guidelines around how fre¬ 
quently your home has to be checked 
while you are away. If you're unsure, 
confirm with your insurance broker."

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Don’t let your Christmas tree lead to 
tragedy this season 



(NC)— It's the Christmas holiday 
season, our most treasured time of 
the year. It's a time of celebration, 
joy and sharing time with family and 
friends. Unfortunately, this impor¬ 
tant time can also be one marked by 
tragedy if precautions are not taken 
against accidental fire. According to 
the Canadian Safety Council, every 
year about 400 Canadians lose their 
lives in an accidental household fire. 
In fact, it's during the holiday season 
that the number of deaths caused by 
accidental household fires is at its 
highest. 

Patrice De Luca, vice president of 
marketing and business develop¬ 
ment for Reliance Protectron Secu¬ 
rity Services, says the major culprit 
for this significant increase is the 
famed Christmas tree. "You need 
to take every possible precaution to 


minimize the risks of fire, especially if 
you choose a natural tree," he added. 
"Fire is one of the greatest threats to 
your family and home. People do not 
realize the emotional toll a fire can 
take, even if there is no loss of life." 

Here are safety tips to consider 
from Protectron's free "Saving Lives 
Program": 

• If possible, consider an artifi¬ 
cial tree. They are much safer and 
cleaner. 

• Leave the tree outside until 
you're ready to decorate. 

• The tree stand should hold at 
least 1 gallon of water. It's crucial to 
check the water level every day. 

• Detectors for smoke and carbon 


monoxide should be installed at stra¬ 
tegic locations - your kitchen, stair¬ 
well, bedroom hallways and other 
high-traffic household areas. Moni¬ 
tored smoke detectors can save lives 
by having operators standing by 24-7 
and dispatching emergency services 
if required (for example if fire occurs 
while sleeping). 

• Keep the tree away from floor 
heaters, fireplaces, or other heat 
sources. 

• Use only CSA-listed lights, and 
no more than three strands linked 
together. 

• Use miniature lights-which have 
cool-burning bulbs.

• Turn off the Christmas lights when you 
sleep, or if you leave your home for very 
long. 


• Examine light strings each year, 
discard worn ones. 

• Fasten the bulbs securely and point the 
sockets down to avoid moisture build up. 

• Avoid overloading wall outlets and 
extension cords. 


• Practice an escape plan at least once 
a year. Make sure the whole family is 
involved. 

• Finally, make sure to dispose of your 
tree properly at the end of the season.

You will want to ensure 
your tree is secure enough to be kid and pet-proof so 
if they decide to tug on it or accidentally knock into it, 
it won't go anywhere. 

Lights 

If you use a ladder to hang lights, outdoors or 
indoors, it is wise to ask someone to hold the ladder 
in place when doing so. During the cooler months, 
the ground is firmer and potentially more slippery if 
frost, snow and ice are in the mix. Taking this extra 
safety precaution will minimize the risk of slips and 
falls and keep you in one piece for the celebrations.

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Tips for Canadians 
purchasing condos 



(NC) According to a recent fore¬ 
cast from the Canadian Real Estate 
Association, the housing market is 
poised to see 3.4 per cent growth 
in the coming year - and more and 
more of us are choosing condo¬ 
miniums.

To help condo buyers sort 
through the clutter, MacPherson 
suggests referring to the following 
checklist: 

Ask questions. Knowing the 
building's history will give you 
peace of mind. Important ques¬ 
tions to ask include: Do the unit 
owners own the recreational facil¬ 
ities as part of the common prop¬ 
erty, or does the condominium 
corporation lease them? How 
many units are rented? How much 
money is in the reserve fund and 
what major expenses, if any, are 
being considered in the reserve 
fund plan? 


Schedule a comprehensive 
home inspection. This examina¬ 
tion should not only include the 
unit you're considering, but also 
the building envelope and com¬ 
mon areas. When selecting an 
inspector or engineer, make sure 
they are qualified to provide a 
complete and reliable inspection. 
This will protect your investment 
in the long run. 

Watch for last minute changes. 

If you've purchased a new-build 
condo, there is a chance that last 
minute changes may be made by 
contractors in construction. Keep 
a close eye out and don't be afraid 
to ask questions if something isn't 
as was initially agreed on. 


Know what your condo board 
will cover. Anything to do with the 
complex's structure is the respon¬ 
sibility of the condominium corpo¬ 
ration, but you will need to secure 
your own insurance to cover per¬ 
sonal property, liability or any 
changes you choose to make to the 
unit. According to MacPherson, 
understanding the condo corpora¬ 
tion and the stability of the reserve 
funds is crucial. 

"It is critical that you work with 
your broker to ensure that you not 
only protect yourself from losses 
to your own property, but also 
any costs that may be incurred 
from losses to the rest of the prop¬ 
erty that might be underinsured 
through the corporation." 


Be proactive with your insur¬ 
ance broker. Depending on the 
use of your condo, your insurance 
needs may change. "Many condo 
owners don't realize that by tak¬ 
ing on a roommate, or leasing 
out their unit, their current pol¬ 
icy may no longer cover them," 
says MacPherson. "Updating your 
broker on anything from new, val¬ 
uable contents to cohabitation 
will ensure that you're properly 
insured."

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Decrease 
in police

The South Simcoe Police Serve and Bradford West 
Gwillimbury-Innisfil Police Services Board are on track to 
achieving the budget reduction promised during the police 
costing process. 

Police Services Board Chair Lori Boudreau presented the 
2014 Operating Budget to Innisfil Council on November 20, 
noting that the $15,726,903 total represents a 2.91% decrease 
from 2013. 

Boudreau explained that the reduction is a result of the 
retirement of leases, and a decrease in salaries "reflecting 
ongoing reorganization of the service." Through redeploy¬ 
ment, the Service has been able to defer the hiring of three 
additional sworn officers, and through attrition, has seen the 
number of Civilian employees shrink, from 43 to 36. 

The Chair also repeated a request for the establishment of 
a Police Capital Reserve Fund, that would allow the South 
Simcoe Police to pursue a program of acquiring police vehi¬ 
cles instead of leasing them. "Operational leases are costly," 
said Boudreau. "The goal is to retire all vehicle leasing costs 
by 2017." 

The Service is asking that the 2012 Police Budget surplus of 
$231,574, and estimated 2013 surplus of $242,000, be set 
aside in a capital reserve totalling $473,574. 

Boudreau said that the Police plan to use $282,285 to pur¬ 
chase new cruisers in 2014, and $120,000 for new Niche soft¬ 
ware that also promises "significant capital savings", moving 
forward. With the addition of $93,000 already used to pur¬ 
chase 3 vehicles in 2013, the total capital request for the 
coming year is $495,285 - resulting in a $21,711 shortfall that 
"we are seeking from the municipalities." 

South Simcoe Police Chief Rick Beazley provided further 
information on the cost of vehicle leases, and on planned 
future capital requests. He explained that plans to purchase 
12 new cruisers each year, eliminating leases, would begin to 
produce savings as soon as 2016. The service currently has 41 
vehicles. 

"After 17 years of talking about leases, it's nice to have that 
coming forward," noted Councillor Lynn Dollin. "Histori¬ 
cally, (the police) have leased desks and guns - you name it, 
we've leased it." 

Chief Beazley said that the annual cost of leases other than 
vehicles came to about $70,000; the Service hopes to "capital¬ 
ize" all of its current leases. 

Innisfil Council welcomed the reduced budget, especially 
when assured that there has been no reduction in service - 
but questioned the division of costs with policing partner, the 
Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury. 

Currently, based on a cost-sharing agreement that looks at 
population, assessment and number of households, Innisfil 
picks up approximately 54% of police costs. 

The Police Services Board made the same presentation to 
Bradford Council on November 19. At that time, Bradford 
West Gwillimbury Mayor Doug White noted, "The operating 
budget is at the level the Chief said it would be when we went 
through the costing process" - but suggested that, rather 
than splitting the shortfall of $21,711 for the capital budget 
with Innisfil, the South Simcoe Police Service could find the 
additional money within its own budget.

If approved, property owners within the 
HCD undertaking certain external works would be required to follow policies and 
guidelines to protect the unique characteristics of their property. The Cookstown 
Heritage Conservation District Plan and Design Guidelines can be viewed at www.

Community Improvement Plan 

A Community Improvement Plan (CIP) is a tool available under Section 28 of the 
Planning Act of Ontario to help encourage revitalization and redevelopment within a 
defined area. A CIP can be used to establish grants, loans, incentives and municipal 
initiatives to encourage private sector investment within the defined area. The 
proposed Cookstown Community Improvement Plan can be viewed at www.innisfil.

How Do I Participate? 

ANY PERSON may attend the Statutory Public Meeting, and make oral and/or 
written submission either in support of or in opposition to the proposed Heritage 
Conservation District or Community Improvement Plan. 

IF YOU WISH to be notified of Council’s future decision regarding the proposed 
Heritage Conservation District or Community Improvement Plan, you must make 
a written request to the Clerk of the Town of Innisfil at 2101 Innisfil Beach Road, 
Innisfil, Ontario L9S1A1. 

IF A PERSON OR PUBLIC BODY does not make oral submission at a Public Meeting 
or make written submissions to the Town of Innisfil before the proposed Heritage 
Conservation District or Community Improvement Plan is adopted, the person or 
public body is not entitled to appeal the decision of Council of the Town of Innisfil 
to the Ontario Municipal Board. Alternatively, the person or public body may not 
be added as a party to the hearing of an appeal before the Ontario Municipal Board 
unless, in the opinion of the Board, there are reasonable grounds to add the person 
or public body as a party.
